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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Dui'iiig  tlie  year  tlie  births  of  103  children  have  been  registered,  of  tliese 
203  were  l)oys  and  200  girls.  The  total  gives  a rate  of  30‘71  per  1,000  per  annum 
of  the  estimated  ])opnlation.  Last  year  the  birth-rate  was  31’53  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  popidation. 


MORTAL  STATISTICS. 

During  the  year  ending  December  31st,  UM)7,  233  deaths  were  registered 
in  Eston  Urban  Sanitary  District.  The  death  rate  was  e(|nal  to  17‘81  per  1,000 
of  the  popidation  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year.  Last  year  199  deaths 
were  registered,  the  death  rate  being  equal  to  18dl  per  1,000  per  annum  of  the 
estimated  [lopulation.

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MEASURES  TAKEN  TO  PREVENT  SPREAD  OF 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

1st.  CJai-eful  systeiiiritic  iiis|)ecti()n  of  tlie  disti-ict  witli  a view  t<j  reinedying 
:iiiv  sanitary  defects  likely  to  irive  rise  to  infections  diseases. 

2nd.  Visitation  of  yonr  Medical  Officer  and  Inspector  to  every  house  in 
which  infections  disease  occurs. 

3rd.  Free  Isolation  in  the  Sanatorinni. 


3th.  School  notification  of  infections  diseases,  and  preventing  of  children 
from  infections  houses  attending  school. 

5th.  Distrifaition  of  printed  precautions  against  the  spread  of  infections 
diseases. 

(ith.  Disinfection  of  all  infected  houses  by  an  Oflicer  of  the  Council  nmler 
the  supervision  of  ^ajiir  Inspector. 

7th.  Gratnitons  supply  of  disinfectants  in  all  cases  requiring  them. 

8th.  The  Conncil  pay  for  Swabs  taken  in  doubtful  cases  of  Diphtheria 
sent  t(3  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  London,  hv  the  Medical  Officer. 

hth.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  used  at  the  Sanatorium. 

lOth.  Diphtheria  Antitoxen  siqiplied  to  doctors  for  preventive  purposes. 


CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs.  Fifty-C)ne  deaths  occurred 
from  this  cause,  fortv-seven  last  vear.  Diseases  of  the  lnno;s  wall  always  remain 
hio-h  in  vonr  district,  as  we  have  a trying  changeable  climate.  I would  strongly 
advise  the  wearing  of  flannel  next  the  skin,  the  leading  of  a simpler  life,  be  more 
temperate  in  eating  and  drinking,  and  more  attention  paid  to  fresh  air  and 
ventilation  in  the  homes — the  following  leaflet  might  be  issued  by  authority  of  the 
Council. 

FliFSH  AIR  AND  V^ENTI LATION. 

Air  is  necessary  for  life — fresh  air  for  healthy  life. 

Ventilaticm  l)y  means  of  fresh  aii'  is  most  inqioi'tant  for  the  })reservation  of 
health.  This  aj)plies  to  children  as  mmOi  as  to  adults. 

Want  of  proper  ventilation  predis})oses  to  vailous  forms  of  disease, 
especially  to  Consumption  and  other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  by  bringing  about  a 
low  state  of  liealth. 
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In  order  to  prevent  tlie  (levelo|nnent  and  spread  of  Consumption,  fresli  air 
and  proper  ventilation  are  essentia!  in  dwelling  rooms,  factories,  woi-ksliops  and 
oflices,  ])artienlarl y where  the  work  cari'ied  on  is  assoeiated  wit^li  gaseous  I'nmes  or 
line  (Inst. 


The  better  the  ventilation  the  greatei-  the  woi‘kei‘\s  power. 

By  breathing  we  use  nj)  the  air  and  give  out  impurities  which  pollntt^  it.. 

ddie  air  c-oiitaining  this  foul  matter  iiinst  he  <]nickly  removed  from  living 
and  sleeping  i-(r)ms,  and  also  from  woi-krooms,  schools,  churches,  places  of 
entertainment,  pnldic  vehicles,  ckc*. 

If  not  removed  hv  elficient  ventilation,  the  f(jnl  air  is  breathed  ai^ain  and 
again,  and  so  poisons  the  blood. 

This  is  a common  cause  of  headache,  nausea,  fjss  of  appetite,  lassitude, 
nnuemia,  poorness  of  blood  and  chronic  ill-health,  ))redis|)osing  to  Consumption 
and  other  diseases. 


Over  crowding  is  dangerous  and  injnrions  to  health  wdiei'ever  it  occurs,  and 
slnndd  therefore  l)e  avoided. 


People  wdio  l)reathe  fresh  air  tlay  and  night  :dl  the  year  i*onnd  do  not  ‘M'eel 
the  cold"  so  badh'  as  tlnjse  who  keei)  their  windows  closed.  Also  thev  rai'elv

“catcli  cold,"  as  this  is  nsnally  the  result  of  breathing  impure  air.  ddiere  is 
nothing  whate\’er  poisonous  al)ont  night  air.  which  gives  health  just  as  day  aii‘ 
does. 


When  a i*oom,  on  entering  it  directly  from  the  open  air,  smells  close  and 
stnlfv,  the  foul  air  it  contains  is  not  fit  to  biwathe.  and  more  fresh  air  is  retinired. 


Windows  should  be  made  to  open  to  the  external  air,  and  should  be  kept 
open  day  and  night,  unless  this  is  forbidden  by  the  medical  adviser. 

A curtain  or  screen  may  be  arranged,  if  necessary,  to  ])i'event  a direct 
dranelit. 

In  case  of  a strong  wind  blowing  dimctly  agaiitst  tlie  window,  a free  snp])lv 
of  fresh  air  can  be  secured  by  opening  the  wdndow  at  the  to]),  or  by  opening  the 
bottom  sash  about  four  inches,  and  litting  in  the  window  franu'  a piece  of  board 
about  font  inches  det'p  and  tlie  whole  width  of  the  window,  on  which  the  bottom 
sash  may  rest. 

( )])en  spaces  around  buildings  am  necessaiw  to  allow  ai'cess  of  fresh  aii-. 

Back-to-back  houses  and  cellar  tenements  am  unlit  for  Inmian  haliitation. 

Fresh  aii'  and  snnlieht  kill  disease  ireians.  Fveiu'  room  in  whicT  them  is  or 
has  been  a case  of  infections  disease  must  be  es])ecnilly  well  ventilated. 
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Every  room,  especially  if  used  for  sleeping  in,  should  have  an  open  fireplace. 

Never  block  u])  the  (ireplace  or  the  (hiinne\".  If  thei-e  he  a registei’,  never 
close  it. 

Do  not  allow  the  room  to  he  <e-o\vded  with  useless  furniture,  as  this  deprives 
the  ])atient  of  so  much  fresh  air. 

Ilooms  - especially  hedrooms  -stairc'-ases  and  ])assages  should  he  fre(iueiitly 
Hooded  with  fresh  air  hy  oitening  all  the  windows  and  doors,  ddiis  is  ])articularl\" 
necessarv  aftei'  (*.ro\\'ded  e’atheriuos  in  ('hurehes,  sthioolrooms.  hotels,  theatres, 
public  halls,  etc. 

The  air  of  a room  can  never  be  piire  i^  the  room  be  dirtij. 

Rememher  that  the  air  of  rooms  is  rendered  imptire  hy  hui'iiing  in  them 
gas  or  oil.  Each  gaslight  consumes  as  mueh  air  as  a htimau  being. 

The  patient,  if  warndy  (*Eid,  need  not  fear  going  out  of  do<)rs  in  any 
weather. 


So-ealled  ‘'hreathino-  exercises”  ai-e  verv  valuable  for  amemic  and  otlier 
patients  who  rerpiire  to  take  plenty  of  air  into  their  lungs,  dh)  ])erh)rm  them,  a 
person  should  take  ten  dee[)  l)reatlis  one  after  the  other,  rising  on  the  toes  at  each 
breath,  and  filling  the  chest  to  its  utmost  ('a[)a(Mt\'.  The  exercises  should  be  done 
slowly  in  the  o])eu  air  or  at  the  open  window. 


Tuberculosis  and  Wasting  (Consumption)  claims  08  victims  as  against 
o4  last  year.  Cousum])tion  is  a pi-eventible  disease  which  is  caused  by  minute 
living  germs  called  ■‘Tubercle  bacilli,”  which  usuallv  entei-  the  bodv  with  the  air 
breathed,  ddie  matter  which  consumptive  ])eople  (‘.ongh  or  S])it  up  contains  the 
germs  of  the  disease  in  gi-eat  numbers.  If  this  matter  is  spat  upon  the  floors  or 
the  walls  of  any  ])ubli(:',  or  [)rivate  place,  or  elsewhere,  as  soon  as  it  becomes  dry 
the  germs  of  the  disease  which  it  contains  are  blown  about  and  ll(»at  in  the  air, 
like  any  other  minute  ])articles  of  dust,  and  are  iulialed  by  anybody  breathing 
that  ail-;  or  the\'  may  fall  u[)on  milk  or  other  food,  and  gain  access  to  the  bodv 
with  the  food,  so  consumptives  should  always  be  careful  to  spit  into  a vessel 
containine'  water-. 


HOW  TO 


VRKVKKT  OR  ARREST  CONSUMPTION 


Consiunption  ( with  othei-  forms  of  tuberculosis)  (-.auses  one  death  in  evei-v 
eight  in  this  connti-y.  Of  all  deaths  in  the  United  Kingdom  between  the  ages  of 
twenty-five  and  thirty-five  nearly  (Oie-half  are  chie  to  Con^Hni2jtio)t. 
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It  ij;ives  i-ise  to  a vast  aiiioiiiit  oi'  suMei'iiio;  and  ill-liealtli.  It  is  oaloulated 
that  in  (d'eat  Id'itain  at  tlie  ])i‘esent  inoinent  at  least  a (jiiarter  of  a million 
|)ers(.)ns  are  snllerino'  t'i*om  it. 

ddie  (liseasf  is  preN'eiitahle. 

Its  |)r(‘(lisj)osino’  cause  is  a low  state  of  health,  oi*  it  may  he  induced  hy 
over-ci'owdino  ; ill-ventilated,  dii/tv.  dark  rooms  ; bad  or  insnllicient  food  ; 
intemp(‘ra.nce  ; and  infec-tions  fevers,  or  other  illnesses. 

Consumption  is.  however,  contracded  by  taking  into  the  system,  chiefly  by 
inhalation,  the  irerm  or  microbe  of  the  disease,  ddiis  irerin  is  contained  in  the 
dust  particles  of  the  dried  S})it  of  the  consumptive,  and  in  the  minute  droplets 
sprayed  into  the  atmosphere  by  the  c-onsumptive  in  coughing. 

These  germs  ai'e  derived  from  pei'sons  suffering  IVom  Consumption  or  some 
other  form  of  tuberculosis.  They  are  found  in  vast  numljers  iii  the  phh'gm, 
spit,  or  expec'toration  of  a consumptive  ]>erson. 

In  a moist  state  this  exjiectoration  does  not  infect  the  air,  excepting  by  the 
sprayed  dro])iets  in  coughing.  l)ut  if  allowed  to  dry  and  become  dust  it  is 
exceedingly  dangerous,  and  is  then  a means  by  which  the  disease  is  S[>read  fr<an 
person  to  person. 

ddie  i)est  pla(;e  for  a consumptive  is  a sanatorium;  the  next  best  is  a 
hospital  (es[)e(aally  a Hospital  for  Diseases  of  the  Chest),  or  an  Inlirmaiw  wdiich 
has  s])ecial  wards  for  those  suffering  fi-om  this  disease,  as  well  as  modei'ate 
facilities  for  cari-ying  (jut  “open-air  ti-eatment."  Lf  these  lie  im[>racticable.  he 
should,  if  possible,  shn})  in  a sejiarate  bedr(.)om.  or  at  least  in  a separate  bed. 

Dhecautions.  It  is  essential  for  the  jirotection  of  their  own  families,  and 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  among  the  general  ]jublic.  that  the  following 
sini))le  })recautions  be  taken  by  consum])tive  ])ersons  : — 

The  consumptive  person  must  not  ex[)ectorate  about  the  house,  nor  on  the 
lloor  of  an\’  (•ah.  omnibus,  tratn-c‘.ai-.  i'aflwa\-  (‘.arriage,  or  other  con ve\'auce. 

t. 

Spitting  about  the  streets,  or  in  any  public  buildings  (churches,  schools,  theatres, 
rail  wav  stations,  eke.),  is  a dangerous  as  well  as  a liltin’  habit. 

The  consumptive  pei'son  must  not  expectorate  anywhere  except  into  a 
S])ittooii,  gallipot.  ())•  jampot,  kept  for  the  pui  pose.  and  containing  a little  water. 
The  lecefitacle  shoidd  be  kept  c.ovei’ed  when  not  avtnally  in  use. 

When  out-of-dooi\s,  a small  wide-nioutJied  bottle,  with  a well-ht-ting  ('oiT.  o'' 
a pocket  spittocm.  which  uiay  be  obtained  fi-om  any  (*hemist,  shoidd  be  used. 

The  expector-at ion  must  be  washed  into  a di’ain  oi‘  ntc.,  oi-  burned  on  a 
bright  hi-e.  It  s]i(.)uld  on  no  ac'uoimt  thrown  on  to  an  ash-heap.

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Tlie  cup  or  spittoon  must  then  be  kept  in  boiling  water  for  ten  minutes 
before  being  tliorouglily  cleaned. 

Every  effort  should  be  made  not  to  spit  into  pieces  of  rag  or  ])a])ei- ; and 
liandkercliiefs  wliicli  mav  have  been  occasionally  used  of  necessity,  should,  beloi’e 
thev  di*\’,  be  boiled  half-an-hour,  and  then  washed. 

A consumptive  pei-son  must  not  kiss,  or  be  kissed  on  the  mouth. 

Consumptive  persons  must  not  swallow  their  phlegm,  as  by  so  doing,  the 
<lisease  ma\'  be  conveyed  to  parts  of  the  bodv  not  alreadv  affected. 

A (‘onsum[)ti ve  [)ei‘son,  when  coughing,  should  always  hold  a handkercliief 
in  front  of  Ids  mouth,  and  avoid  coughing  in  the  direction  of  another  person. 

The  phlegm  of  main'  other  persons  not  hitherto  suspected  of  being 
consumptive  is  found  to  contain  the  germs  of  the  disease. 

If  the  above  precautions  are  taken,  there  is  practically  no  danger  of 
infecting  others. 

With  care,  and  especially  if  treatment  be  begun  at  an  early  stage,  the 
disease  can  be  arrested  in  a majority  of  cases.  Medicines  alone,  though  certainly" 
helpful,  will  not  bi-ing  alxmt  a cure,  the  esscmtial  pai't  of  the  treatment  consisting 
in  constant  attention  being  devoted  every  da^’  by  the  ijatient  and  his  friends  to 
carrying  out  the  dii-ections  given  in  this  pamphlet. 

CIkNKRAL  PkECAUTIONS  to  be  OBSERyEl)  : — 

All  rooms  occupied  by  consumptive  ])ersous  should  be  as  well  lighted  and 
ventilated  as  possible.  Fresh  air,  light,  and  sunshine  are  most  important 
preventatives  of  consumption.  It  is  not  safe  for  a healthy  person  to  share  a 
bedroom,  still  less  a bed,  witli  a consumptive. 

All  utensils,  sucli  as  kiuves,  forks,  spoons,  cups,  etc.,  should  be  reserved  for 
his  special  use,  and  carefulh^  washed  in  boiling  water. 

No  chimney  should  ever  be  blocked  up,  and  windows  sliould  be  kept  open 
night  and  day. 

A room  cannot  be  pro])erly  veidilated  through  the  door  only. 

Cleaidiness  and  good  sanitary  surroundings  are  important,  l)oth  for  the 
prevention  and  for  the  cure  of  cousumption. 

Instead  of  sweeping  rooms,  wet  dusters  must  be  used  to  wi[)e  up  the  dust 
on  the  floor,  furnituie,  woodwork,  etc.,  and  must  afterwards  be  boiled.  Tea 
leaves  used  on  the  floor  should  afterwards  be  burnt.  Do  not  chase  dust  about 
or  stii-  it  up. 
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Dusty  occupations  favour  tlie  disease. 

-Milk,  especially  that  used  for  eln'ldreu  and  invalids,  should  he  boiled.  .Meat 
should  be  well  cooked.  No  iutoxieat;ino-  lajuors  should  ho  eonsuiiiod  (^xeept  lo"  the 
expr(\ss  advice  of  the  doctor,  and  then  oidy  as  nuMliciiK*  in  iueasui>Ml  doses. 

The  mouth  should  be  ke])t  as  clean  .‘is  possibhc  With  this  obiect  the 
toothbrush  should  be  used  reeulai-ly  eveiy  day  ; the  best  time  foi'  the  purpose  is 
just  before  i^'oiiie-  to  iied.  The  mouth  should  be  rinsed  out  with  plain  warm  water 
after  every  meal,  and  all  decayed  Meth  should  be  stop|)ed  oi- ext i-aided,  whether 
they  ache  or  not. 

A room  which  has  been  occipiied  by  a consumptive  should  not  be  used 
a.e'ain  until  it  has  been  thoroim-hlv  disinfected. 


ThK  ThEA1\MKXT  of  CoNSUM  FTtON. 

The  (juestion  of  iMcial  proclivity  or  sus(*e])tibility  must  not  be  lost  si^-ht  of 
in  (‘onsiderations  j-elative  to  the  prevalence  of  tubei'culosis.  There  is  some 
evidence  to  sueoest.  for  instance,  that  the  Celtic,  i-aces,  whatever  iiart  of  the  irlobe 
the}’  may  iidnibit.  are  more  prone  to  tulierculosis  than  other  races  ; also  that  it 
would  app'ear  that  the  Caelic  and  Ibeno-Celtic  stocks  ai‘e  rather  more  subjec-t  to 
Phthisis  than  the  Saxon  or  Scandinavian. 


A matei-ial  amount  of  human  tuberculosis  is  attributable  to  the  introduction 
into  the  intestinal  tract  of  tubei'ctle  of  bovine  oiicin.  So  we  must  look  to  i»ur 
iniik  sup[)h’,  and  if  possible  get  a chain  IVesh  milk  fine  from  all  contamination  or 
preservation. 

8diere  is  a widespread  misconce])t ion  that  in  Prighand  and  Wales  ])ul- 
monarv  tuberculosis  has  increased  during  the  last  50  years,  but  this  is  not  so,  it 
has  undergone  a phenomena,!  decline,  which  if  (joiitinned  in  yeans  to  come,  may 
result  in  the  total  extinction  of  the  disease.  In  1(S40  the  total  deaths  from 
Phthisis  were  50.028  or  8<S’0  per  lO.OOtt  living,  in  18(S0  the  deaths  numbei*ed  hS.201, 
the  aver  ige  ])er  10,000  li\'ing  being  bS’O.  only  once  since  then  have  the  deaths 
numbered  more  than  50.000  in  any  one  yeai\  and  on  that  occasion  the  death  rate 
per  1,000  showed  a slight  increase,  viz.  bS’eS.  In  lOOtt.  the  total  deaths  was  12.087, 
the  avei-age  per  10.000  having  fallen  to  18’8.  In  1005  the  average  was  11 ’1  and 
in  loot)  the  deaths  totalled  80,717,  the  average  being  1 1 ’5. 

In  I'egard  ti^  the  degree  of  communicability'  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
fact  points  to  the  conclusion  that  tuberculosis  is  not  a disease  which  can  be 
re.asonablv  gi-ouped  with  smallpox,  ty))hus,  scarlet  fevei*.  etc.,  and  this  difference 
involves  a material  difference  in  administrative  ai'-tion,  c.g..  it  is  excessivelv 
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prevalent  and  associated  witli  poverty  and  its  attendant  conditions,  certain 
occupations  tdnstv  einpl(jynient),  dampness  of  soil  and  a.lcoliolism.  Ktlorts  to 
reduce,  so  far  as  ])ra(di(‘-al)le,  these  ])redisposing  (tanses  atford  the  surest  ])rospec'ts 
of  effectino  a material  i-ednction  in  the  death  late  from  the  disease. 


In  regard  to  the  value,  immediate  or  prospective,  of  Sanatorium  ti'eatment 
of  pnlmonary  tnheixndosis  when  “early”  and  “ snitahle  ” (;ases  can  he  secnved,  a 
considerahle  pei-centage  of  such  cases  may  he  retm-iied  to  the  raidvS  of  the  acti\  e 
workers,  and  i-eimiin  in  those  ranks,  cured  for  ever.  In  the  great  majorit\'  of 
cases  some  degree  of  immediate  improvement  ensues  u[)on  the  Sanatorium 
treatment.  44ie  immediate  improvement  wliich  acaanes  to  such  a large  proportion 
of  the  total  nnmher  of  cases,  and  especially  of  the  early  cases,  suggest  what  an 
important  place  soil  or  tissue  resistance  occaipies  in  the  (aiiisation  and  arrest  of 
tuhercnlosis.  44ie  progi-ess  of  cases  in  Sanatoria  has  heeu  mncli  moi-e  marked 
and  satisfactory  since  employment  lias  keen  introduced  and  some  of  the  more 
advanced  cases  have  made  good  progress  when  work  has  been  given  them.  The 
efficiency  of  Sanatorium  treatment  is  especially  manifested  in  th.e  control  of 
expectoration,  as  it  is  by  this  agency  that  the  patient  is  likely  to  endanger-  the 
health  of  those  with  whom  he  is  brought  in  contract.  Notwithstanding  the

benehcial  action  of  Sanatoi-ia,  their  most  zealous  defendei's  would  not  vdsh  to 
contend  that  tuberculosis  can  be  made  to  disappear  by  means  of  these  institutions 
alone,  lint  they  are  the  greatest  hel[)  v-e  at  })resent  possess,  and  I am  glad  tht‘ 
(Ainncil  have  decided  that  the  subject  should  be  fulh'  cousidei'e<l. 


SMALLPOX. 

No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  your  district  dui-ing  the  yeai'.  When  a 
case  does  nnfortnnately  occur.  I may  state  the  measin-es  ailojited  as  we  have  luid 
absolute  suceess  so  fai*  since  I became  your  Medi(*al  ( )lhcer.  Whenever  a case 
of  Smallpox  is  notified,  usually  by  telephone,  the  Medical  Office)-  visits  the  jiatient 
at  once,  and  the  patient  is  removed  to  our  Isolation  Hospital,  the  house  is 
disinfected  tlii-oiighout,  and  the  bedding  and  (*lothing  removed  and  burned  (we 
have  not  a steam  disinfector)  the  (-ontacts  are  (piarantined  and  conpiensation  paid 
to  them  (Hi  da\s)  and  reo’accinated  if  the\'  will  consent.  44ie  following  tlav  the 
rooms  are  stripped  of  wall  pajier,  which  is  i-einoved  and  burnt,  the  contacts  are 
visited  every  other  day  to  see  if  any  fresh  caso  developes  ; if  not  on  the  foth  or 
Hith  d ay  the  contaets  ai-e  libei-ated.  ()ue  ol  the  most  ob\’ious  modes  in  the 
suppression  of  a threatened  (Epidemic  of  Smalljio.x  is  pi<)m[)tness  of  action  ; a few 
days,  even  a few  hours,  may  make  all  the  dilference  between  the  sn|ipression  and 
extension  of  t he  disease  ; coincidental  w'ith  the  removal  of  the  patient  and  the 
necessary  disinfection,  revaccination  of  all  contacts  sliould  be  jiroceeded  wnth. 


SCARLET  FEVER. 


Fo]‘t\'-nine  (*ases  occarred  (luriii<i  the  veai‘.  ddiis  <lise:ise  was  very 

• O » t, 

])i‘evaleiit  and  continues  to  s])i'ead  in  evei'v  ]jart  of  your  distried,  due  no  do«d)t 
to  tlie  mildness  of  tlie  disease,  want  of  eare  by  ])ai'ents,  and  (*ases  l)ei/io  overlooked, 
missed  by  parents  and  do(dor.  No  deaths  occurred.  Children  who  liave  sore 
throats  and  are  sick  (vomit)  should  be  sent  home  from  school,  and  a note  sent 
t(j  the  doctoi". 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Wdioopino-  c'ongh  was  not  prevalent,  during  the  yeai'.  The  child  should 
be  ke)>t  warm  for  six  weeks.  If  the  child  is  not  then  well  it  will  benefit  the 
child  to  o-ive  it  a change  of  air  to  the  sea  side,  ndnes,  oas  works,  etc.,  etc..  If 
the  child  is  ex[)osed  befoi'c  six  weeks  have  eia[)sed  (the  natural  duration  of 
the  illness)  then  the  child  gets  Bronchitis  or  other  complaint  with  the  chance 
of'  .a  fatal  result. 

MEASLES. 

Was  very  prevalent  in  your  district  from  the  beginning  of  June  till  the  end 
of  September,  when  nearly  l,(idO  children  were  Jittacked  and  17  deaths  occurred. 
Measles  is  a highly  infectious  disease  and  causes  a large  number  of  deaths.  It  is 
not  true  to  state  that  all  children  must  have  measles,  many  children  never  have 
measles,  and  if  proper  care  was  taken  to  piotect  children  from  infection,  very 
many  more  w'ould  have  escaped.  Those  suffering  from  measles  should  be  kept  in 
a se])arate  I’oom,  and  none  of  tlie  childi’en  in  the  house  should  be  sent  to  either 
I)av  or  Sunday  School  for  at  least  :i  foil  night  after  the  commencement  of  the  last 
case  in  the  house.  It  is  most  important  that  a child  suffering  from  measles  should 
be  kept  warm  and  protected  from  catching  cold.  It  is  a punishalJe  offence  to 
expose  anyone  suffering  from  any  dangerous  infectious  disorder  (suc'h  as  measles 
or  whooping  cough)  in  any  street,  public  place,  simp,  conveyance,  etc.

Voui'  letter  C)f  the  ihth  idtimo,  concerning  the  exceptional  mortality  from 
measles  dui-ing  the  (piarter  ending  JUth  Se[itember.  has  been  handed  to  me,  and 
in  reply  I beg  to  state  that  the  disease  was  imported  into  Eston  district  from 
Xormanby  township,  and  the  hitter  township  from  Middlesbrough,  i.e..  the  disease 
spread  along  the  line  of  traffic  - the  infection  was  cbielfy^  a jiersona.l  infection. 
Jdie  first  case  appear-ed  about  the  oi’d  of  June,  at  South  Bank,  spread  to  (Irange- 
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town  on  tiie  lotli  .Inne.  a.inl  Kston  on  tin*  Stli  oTJiih.  At  Sontii  liank,  po]>n]ation 
2,480,  we  liad  roughly  lOO  cases  and  one  deatli.  At  (xrangetown,  ])opnlation 
0.200,  we  laid  700  cases  and  tvvelv’e  deaths.  At  Eston,  jaopnlation  4,040.  we  liad 
03  cases  and  one  deatli.  Hy  tlie  beginning  of  Sejiteinber  tlie  disefise  had 
exliansted  itself- most  susceptible  cliildren  being  attacked.  At  (tranget()\^nl  the 
schools  were  closed  for  two  months.  1 found  the  disease  most  infections  in  the 
eai-ly  catarrhal  stage,  but  continues  dnring  the  eruptive  period,  and  also  during 
convalescence.  The  question  as  to  the  desirability  of  a|)plying  the  ordinary 
machinery  of  preventive  methods  was  dnly  c-onsidered,  vi/..  Notification,  Dis- 
infection, Isolation,  etc.  Notification  is  costly.  Disinfection  and  Isolation  pro- 
liibitive  -school  closure  in  an  Urban  district  is  a farce.  This  is  Avell  shown  at 
(Irangetown  dnring  this  epedemic  (7t)0  cases  and  12  deaths.)  Many  deaths  occur 
from  neglect,  but  it  is  nsnally  the  weaklings  that  die.  All  I can  advise  is  better 
nursing  at  home,  the  child  kept  in  bed,  and  greater  hygienic  care  of  the  patient. 
Insanitary  surroundings  increase  the  fatalitj^,  but  do  not  increase  the  liability  to 
attack,

CEREBRO-SPINAL  FEVER. 

March.  1907. 

This  afternoon,  at  tlie  meeting  of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Eston, 
Dr.  Geo.  C.  H.  Fulton  presented  a special  report  on  cerebro-sjiinal  fever.  He  said 
during  the  past  few  weeks  reference  to  the  spotted  fever  in  the  public  Press 
thniughout  Great  lU'itain  and  Ireland  has  been  frecpient.  Reports  of  the 
occui'rence  of  suspected  cases  have  been  very  numerous.  When,  however,  these 
are  sifted  and  analysed,  it  is  found  that  the  same  cases  hgure  over  and  over 
again,  and  that  the  alleged  cases  prove  to  be  instances  of  ordinaiy  meningeal 
<lisease.  Practically  tlie  position  remains  as  it  was.  or,  in  other  \vords,  the 
principal  seats  of  tlie  disease  are  still  Belfast  in  Ireland,  and  Glasgow  in  Scotland. 
Dr.  Shirley  Murphy  is  at  present  engaged  in  a special  investigation  of  the  extent 
of  the  disease,  and  as  little  or  nothing  is  known  as  to  the  conditions  wdiich 
determine  its  appearance  or  propagation,  I would  advise  only  vohmtaiy 
notification,  so  that  cases  which  are  suspicions  might  be  verihed  by  myself,  and 
that  other  medical  autlnjrities  miglit  be  consulted  w'ith  reference  to  certification 
or  registration. 


Avoid  a Scare.  This  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  better  than  producing 
a scare  by  makino-  tlie  disease  a eonipnlsoi'ily  notitiable  (me.  we  are  only  at  present 
feelino-  oiii-  way  as  to  the  caus.ation  and  ti-eatnient  of  tlie  disease,  but-  all 
authorities  ai’e  pretty  Avell  ayreed  tliat  the  sjuiitatiou  of  tlie  home  and  attention 
to  tln^  surroum linys  of  tlie  patient  was  of  the  most  essential  importance.  Keen 
hos))ital  isolation  has  little  effect  in  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  the  disease. 
Idle  disease  is  not  directly  (“ontagious,  the  natui'e  of  the  virus  is  as  3'et  unknown. 
Several  micro-organisms  have  been  described  as  capable  of  causing  tlie  disease, 
but  wliich  is  the  most  freipient  and  impoi-tant  remains  foi-  further  i-esearch  to 
show.  Males  apjiear  to  be  more  often  attac'ked  than  females,  the  age  being  rarely 
over  40  and  under  20,  but  in  some  e|!idemics  (4iildi'en  have  alone  been  the 
victims.  It  occurs  most  freipiently  iii  the  dv'ellings  of  the  poor,  where  dirt  and 
damp  and  bad  ventilation  ])revail.  In  Ji'eland  in  1840  it  attected  chieflv  the 
workhouses,  whicli  were  notoriouslv  bad  ln'(>;ienicall\%  aud  in  tlie  Idiited  States 


the  neirroes. 


ENTERIC  OR  TYPHOID  FEVER. 


Four  deatlis  occuri'ed  durino-  the  vear,  and  10  cases  w’ei'e  notified.  Tliev 
occurred  s[)asniodically  during  the  year,  were  not  due  to  aii}”  particular  cause, 
and  must  have  been  inpiorted  into  your  district.  All  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  are 
not  water  borne  or  due  to  milk,  it  niav  be  caused  b\'  Hies,  in  many  cases  wlien 
the  diseased  patient  remains  at  home  other  persons  are  infected  by  soiled  linen. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

AVe  have  had  14  cases  of  Diphtheria  notihed  during  the  year;  in  most  cases 
the  Hacillus  was  found  and  7 cases  were  isolated  at  the  Sanatoi*inni.  Di|)htheria 
is  a,n  acute  speciHc  disease,  e|)ideniic  and  contagions,  and  is  characterised  by 
a membranous  exudation  on  the  mucus  membrane  of  the  throat  or  adjacent  parts. 
( )ccasionally  a.  wound  on  the  surface  of  the  body  may  be  the  seat  of  diphtheria 
infection.  The  disease  is  not  only  directly  inoculable  by  contamination  with 
diphtheria  products,  but  may  be  indirectly  C‘-onveyed  by  infected  clotliing  and 
other  external  olijects.  It  is  primarily  caused  by  a sjiecific  bacillus  ( Klebs- 
k<)efHer)  v'hi(4i  is  exclusivelv  found  at  the  seat  of  infection  : and  yields  toxins,  to 
the  absor[)ti(jn  of  which  the  phenoineiia  of  the  disease  is  due.  It  has  been  a 
matter  of  obseiwation  that  (‘crtain  rural  districts  in  wHiicli  the  sui4‘ace  soil  is  cold 
and  lininid.  and  w4iei'e  dam])  houses  and  privy  and  drainage  nnisances  abound, 
oi'  wdiei’e  the  aspect  involves  ninch  (‘xposnre  to  cold,  west  winds,  part icnlarh' 
favour  diphtheria,  these  conditions  lower  the  vitality  of  tlie  system,  and  give  a 
good  breeding  gionnd  foi-  the  bacillus  to  ac‘t,  but  in  my  opinion  do  not  directh' 
cause  the  disease. 
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There  is  absolutel}^  no  doubt  tliat  its  disseniiiiatioii  is  greatly  assisted  by  the 
ago-i'egation  of  cliildren  in  onr  Eleinentfiry  Scliools.  It  frequently  liappens  that 
iiHpiiries  at  a scliool  wliere  cases  liave  occni’ed  among  tlie  scholars  reveals  the 
fact  that  sore  throat  has  been  prevalent,  and  it  is  probable  that  such  case  of  sore 
throat  are  not  iid'i'e(|iiently  mild  cases  of  diphtheria  and  should  be  treated  as  such, 
or  at  any  rate  rigidly  excluded  from  school.  It  is  well  known  that  the  diphtheric 
organism  will  live  in  the  thi'oat  for  sevei  al  weeks  after  complete  convalescence 
from  the  disease.  This  has  been  amply  proved  at  Eston  during  the  year,  so  that  I 
exclude  all  cliildi-en  who  have  suffered  from  diphtheria  one  month  after  convales- 
cence is  establislr':!,  and  during  epidemics  we  should  have  j)eriodic  medical 
ins])ection  of  the  throats  of  all  school  children.  If  the  Government  demand  that 
a child  should  be  ts-hicated,  the  Government  should  see  that  the  child  slioidd  run 
no  })revental)le  risks  in  contracting  infections  diseases  at  school. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  teian  •‘infant"  is  restricted  to  tweh'e  months  of  age.  The  higli 
mortalitv  a, mono-  infants,  however  i»;ood  their  surroundings,  and  however 
intelligently  maternal  care  is  exercised,  ai'ises  from  many  causes  ; a certain 
proportion  are  |)rematnre,  and  (*annor  sni’vive.  some  ai'e  born  with  malformations 
and  other  defects  whic;!]  soon  terminate  their  existence  ; others,  the  offspring  of 
weakly  ])arents,  cannot  long  snr-vive,  and  in  s|)ite  of  all  cai-e  thei'e  is  a large 
pi‘0])ortion  who  will  succumb  to  one  or  other  of  the  many  ailments  to  which 
infancy  is  susceptil)le.  Making  due  allowauce  for  these,  it  may  be  taken  that  an 
annual  death-rate  amongst  iid'auts  of  IdO  pei*  thousand  is  unavoidable,  and  if  this 
be  granted,  it  follows  that  anything  above  this  is  preventable,  although  the 
necessai-y  means  to  ])revent  it  are  so  extremely  difficult  to  a-p]jly  that  even  in  the 
best  disti-icts  the  loss  of  infant  lives  is  in  excess  of  the  standard.  Onr  infantile 
juortality  is  111)  as  against  157  per  thousand  last  year,  this  shows  a great 
reduction,  l)ut  this  is  not  due  to  any  thing  I have  done  lint  to  the  very  wet 
summer,  and  fmedom  from  dust  and  ffies,  in  fact  freedom  from  food  contamination 
and  we  may  never  have  it  so  low  again,  although  some  authorities  may  ])ut  it 
down  to  measures  lately  introduced  l)y  them  e.t  Ruddei'sfield. 

We  should,  by  teaching  Hygiene  in  schools,  stir  up  jinblic  opinion  in  this 
matter.  The  mother  is  the  natural  guardian  of  the  infant,  and  9f>  per  cent,  of  all 
mothers  should  feed  their  own  child  : their  breast  milk  is  the  most  natural  and 
suitable  for  tlieii*  own  child. 
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Tlio  iiKii'easini;’  carelessness  and  deficient  sense  of  i‘(‘sp()nsil)ility  among’  the 
younger  NVoinen  oP  tlie  present  day  is  largely  the  result  of  the  general  iidinence  of 
oni’  modern  selu  ol  s^^stenl  and  of  the  literature  for  whicli  schcoling  has  set  u|) 
a demand,  ddie  inclination  of  women  for  domestic  service  (the  proportion  of 
w'onien  in  domestic*  service  has  declined  from  14 '2  in  181)1  to  12’2  in  1901)  is 
attrionted  to  oiir  compnlsory  edncat.ion.  ddie  laws  of  health  and  domestic 
hvgiene  are  taught  in  oni’  secondar\’  and  other  schools  to  a gi-eater  extent  than 
ever  hefore.  and  the  ignoraii(*e  on  the  snhject  is  therefore  due  to  indifference 
rather  than  to  want  of  opportunity.  It  is  ol)vions,  therefore,  that  instruction  in 
the  snhject  shonld  he  compulsory’  in  all  elementaiw  schools  and  not  l)e  relegated 
to  the  optional  classes  of  continnation  oi-  secondary  schools.  Such  instruction 
c*an  oidy  he  taught  propei’ly  hy  teachers  wdio  are  themseh'es  well  grounded  in  its 
general  principhrs.  and  nnfortnnately  only  a small  proportion  of  the  teachers  are 
so  rpialilied.  It  is,  therefore,  im[)ortant  that  eveiw  educational  authority  shonld, 
without  delav.  gi\e  facilities  for  their  elemeiitai’V  school  teachej’s  obtaining 
snitahle  instruction  in  elcnnentar\’  sanitation  and  in  domestic  and  school  hvgiene, 
so  that  they  may  he  (pialitied  to  im])ai-t  the  necessary  information  o]i  those 
suhjcM-ts  to  the  children  attending  the  elementary  school.  44*  get  in  touch, 
how’ever.  with  the  mothers  of  to-clay  and  bring  to  their  notice*,  in  a practical 
manner,  the  ])i-oper  methods  of  feeding  and  managing  their  children,  1 know’  of 
no  better  means  than  the  ap])i4ntment  of  w’omen  health  visitors.

Never  more  tlian  twenty  minutes,  and  if  tlie  milk  comes  very  freely  short 
iiitervals  of  rest  should  l)e  allowed  during  each  feeding. 

should  you  wean  ? 

At  the  beginning  of  the  ninth  moidh. 

Why  should  you  not  wean  later? 

Because  breast  milk  at  the  ninth  month  begins  to  l)ecome  ])oor,  althungh  it 
may  be  plentiful  in  quantity  ; consecjuenth'  the  child  will  not  thrive  and  will 
become  rickety. 

What  should  the  nnytherh  diet  be  ? 

She  should  drink  plenty  of  milk  and  eat  abundance  of  simple  food,  including 
meat,  vegetables  «nd  finiit. 

1177/  stout  or  beer  i})i2)rove  her  uiilk  ? 

No,  certainly  not,  and  eyen  tea  or  cotl'ee  should  only  be  taken  in  small 
(puintities.  S])irits  should  always  he  ayoided. 

Should  a mother  take  exercise  oid  of  doors  ? 

Yes,  otherwise  her  milk  will  be  poor  in  quality.

SEWERAGE.
